He served on the 
Insurance Committee advising 
the Governor on placing the 
S ta te ’s 
vast 
insurance 
coverage. In the past, all in­ 
surance has been placed by a 
patronage type of committee 
with agent commissions shared 
among the political faithful. 
Hudson firm ly 
believes an 
agent earns the commission by 
servicing 
a 
policy. 
He 
also 
believes 
agents 
owe 
the 
customer more than a renewal 
notice when the policy is due to 
expire, and must act as the 
educational contact to upgrade 
the image of the industry. 
E a r ly 
in 
the 
new 
ad ­ 
m inistration, the Com m ittee 
adopted a philosophy with the 
complete approval of Governor 
Otis R. Bowen 
Those agents 
which did not work or perform a 
service, should not share. 
Commissioner 
Hudson 
told 
me: “ The big, ongoing potential 
for liability has always been the 
state owned vehicles. It is ob­ 
vious, with constant, day to day 
exposure traveling the roads. 
We upgraded the policies two 
years ago to cover the higher 
limits required 
by 
the Tort 
Claims Act.” 
Traditionally, auto risk in­ 
surance was written by one 
agency, 
who 
received

Committee members, they were 
"shopped around” to some 18 
companies. Six quoted prices, 
with the previous insurer the 
best and lowest for the fleet 
coverage.

union.” 
North Carolina and New York 
require proof of insurance at I 
time of license plate purchase. J 
while Florida will not issue a 
vehicle inspection without such 
proof. In all cases, a great many 
purchase coverage on a monthly 


I premium payment, permitting 
the policy to lapse after plates 
are issued.

York gave serious consideration

Hudson said : ‘‘Consum ers 
should be informed to know 
under No-Fault they waive the 
right to recover economic loss 
from the guilty party and a r­ 
bitrarily take the limit set by 
law .”

Both studies reaffirm the wisdom 


of the property tax relief program. 
Critics of the plan claimed it would 
represent a new burden on Hoosier 
taxpayers. But that has not hap­ 
pened. 
We have shifted emphasis away 


from property taxes and we have 
done so in a fair manner. By pro­ 
viding genuine property tax relief. 
we have made a giant stride toward 
a favorable tax situation. 


■ A recent study by the Indiana 
State Chamber of Commerce pro­ 
vides added confirmation that the 
state's property tax relief program 
is working. 
The organization's findings 


showed that the average property 
tax rate dropped 25 per cent during 
the first two years of the program 
— enacted by the legislature in 
1973 with strong backing from my 
administration. 
Two years ago. the Chamber of 


Commerce said, the average prop­ 
erty tax rate was $10.66 per $100 
assessed valuation. By 1975. it had 
plummeted to $7.52. 
The analysis also underscored 


the fact that, without property tax 
relief, rates would have continued 
their upward climb, escalating to 
an average of $10.87 this year. 
An added measure of relief 


materialized in counties which 
elected to participate in the local 
option income tax provision of the 
relief package. In Wabash County, 
for example, the average tax rate 
dropped nearly 40 per cent. Four 
other counties realized reductions 
in excess of 35 per cent.
